Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gogolewski et al. (5,275,601) in view of Jarrett et al. (5,621 ,050). 

With respect to the above claims, Gogolewski et al disclose Two surfaces 
including a plate and a screw that are both bio-absorbable (abstract). The bio- 
absorbable materials are specified in column 4, lines 1 1-27, including trimethylene 
carbonate. 

It is noted that Gogolewski et al did not teach of a bio-absorbable lubricating 
coating thereby providing reduced device drag; as claimed by applicant. However, in a 
similar art, Jarret et al, column 2, lines 65-67, column 3, lines 1 -5, column55-67, , 
column 5, lines 1-20, column 6, lines 7-41, column 10, lines 20-46, evidences the use of 
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a device with bio-absorbable lubricating coating to provide improved frictional 
properties. 

Therefore, given the teaching of Jarrett et al, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to coat the entire plate 
and fastener of Gogolewski et al with the bio-absorbable lubricating coating, as taught 
by Jarrett et al to provide improved frictional properties to the device. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 7/3/06, with respect to the rejection(s) 
of claim(s) 1-13 under 103 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, 
the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new 
ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Jarrett et al. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
